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These tables provide comprehensive 
information on undergraduates who 
were enrolled in U.S. postsecondary in- 
stitutions during the 2007-08 academ- 
ic year. Estimates for enrolled students 
are presented by attendance status, 
degree program, undergraduate major, 
average grades, student characteristics, 
financial aid status and credit card 
debt, work, community service, voting, 
disability status, and distance and re- 
medial education.

Section 3 presents estimates by stu- 
dent characteristics, including sex, 
race/ethnicity, age, dependency status, 
income, marital status, responsibility 
for dependents, high school comple- 
tion status, local residence while 
enrolled, citizenship status, and par- 
ents' education. 

Section 4 looks at financial aid and cre- 
dit card debt. The analysis summarizes 
financial aid among all, dependent, 
and independent undergraduates, as 
well as the percentage of students with 
credit cards in their own name and, for 
those who carried a balance, the aver- 
age and median monthly balance.

Section 5 explores students' work, 
community service participation, and 
voting behavior. Estimates are re- 
ported by the number of hours spent 
working while enrolled, the amount 
and type of community service, and 
whether students were registered to 
vote and had ever voted. 

Section 6 presents estimates of under- 
graduate enrollment by students' disa- 
bility status and remedial education 
coursetaking.

DATA 

The estimates presented in these 
tables were generated from the 2007- 
08 National Postsecondary Student Aid 
Study (NPSAS:08), a comprehensive, 
nationally representative survey of how 
students finance their postsecondary 
education conducted by the National 
Center for Education Statistics (NCES). 
NPSAS also includes a broad array of 
demographic and enrollment characte- 
ristics. 

NPSAS uses a two-stage sampling de- 
sign. Institutions are selected for inclu- 
sion in the first stage, and students are 
selected from these institutions in the 
second stage. The NPSAS:08 target 
population consisted of all eligible un- 
dergraduate and graduate students 
enrolled any time between July 1 , 

2007, and June 30, 2008 at Title IV 1 eli- 
gible postsecondary institutions in the 
50 states, the District of Columbia, and 
Puerto Rico. Approximately 1 14,000 
undergraduates and 14,000 graduate 
students were study respondents for 
NPSAS:08.

DATA ANALYSIS SYSTEM (DAS) 

These estimates were produced using 
the Data Analysis System (DAS), a web- 
based software application that 
enables users to generate tables for 
most of the postsecondary surveys 
conducted by NCES. The DAS produces 
the design-adjusted standard errors 
necessary for testing the statistical 
significance of differences between the 
estimates. The DAS also contains a 
detailed description of how each 
variable was created and includes the 
wording of questions for variables 
coming directly from the interview. 

With the DAS, users can replicate or 
expand upon the tables presented 
here. The output from the DAS 
includes the parameter estimates (e.g., 
percentages or means), their standard 
errors, 2 and weighted sample sizes. If 
the number of valid cases is too small 
(i.e., fewer than 30 cases) to produce a 
reliable estimate, the DAS prints the 
message "low-N" instead of the 
estimate. 

In addition to generating tables, DAS 
users may conduct covariance analyses 
with either weighted least squares or 
logistic regression. Many options are 
available for output with the regression 
results. For example, a Winsor filter can 
be used to eliminate cases with

extreme values by deleting some cases 
from the top and bottom of the range.

ENDNOTES 

1 Title IV institutions are those eligible to par- 
ticipate in the federal financial aid programs 
included in Title IV of the Higher Education 
Act. These programs include Pell Grants, fed- 
eral student loans, work-study, and other fed- 
eral aid. 

2 NPSAS samples are not simple random sam- 
ples; therefore, simple random sample tech- 
niques for estimating sampling errors cannot 
be applied to these data. The DAS takes into 
account the complexity of the sampling pro- 
cedures and calculates standard errors appro- 
priate for such samples using a bootstrap 
technique. This technique approximates the 
estimator by replications of the sampled popu- 
lation.
